For these
purposes $150,000 are to be appropriat-
ed. For the purpose of dredging and
Improving the channel leading to Pearl
Harbor. In order to provide safe en-

trance for vessels up to 6000 tons nt.

$400,000 Is to be appropriat
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ed to be expended under supervision of
the Navy Department, in addition to
(100,000 previously appropriated for
extendi aire by the War Department.
